Ex|H‘rts pron<Muu*ed this a itrilliunt per- 
formance in view of tl»e weight the Wimlsthorp** 
colt (*imcede<l to the others and tlie ea.sy manner 
in wliicli he iinislMMl out the journey. 

A Idg held of fast horses tried coneluslon.s in the 
Oi'eaii Ilandiiap at a mile. August Belmont's Tip- 
tiK‘ won all tlie way from tlie mishandled western 
mare. Neva IaM‘. .\ndrew Miller’s Inquisitor, with 
.Miller up. was a heavily .supimrteil favorite, hut 
ran unplaced. 

The lietting puhllc started off well with the vic- 
tory of Joe Miller in the first. They accepted 7 to 
r» ami le.ss with avidity, despite the big field. John 
r. Mayberry won out his winter fee<I with Robin 
Horn! Ui th« six atid a h.alf furlongs race. Dande- 
lion and Miller proved a winning combination In the 
mih‘ ami a furlong handicap, fifth on the card. 
Waterbury. another favorite, handily annexed the 
sixth for two-year-olds. Miller, who rode Lally in 
this race, was thrown at the start and for a lotig 
time the crowd was in su«i»ense. Ills return was 
greetcil with cheers. An even bigger ovation 
greeted him when he hrought in Lancastrian a win- 
ner in the closing race at a mile and three -quart ers 
over the grass course. 

.Sinister rumors reflecting on jockeys Jack Martin 
and W. .Shaw, riders respectively of Fountainblue 
and Electioneer, is an aftermath of the great Flat- 
bush Stakes in which these two turf celebrities sus- 
t iined such crushing and inexplicable , defeat.

He suffered an attai'k 
of paralysis three years ago and never regaineil his 
health, though he i-^mtlnued to take an active i>art 
ill the. business of the Rubber Go«h18 Company, where 
he was se<*retary. He was educated at Williston 
Seminary and NVilliams College, and for a time w’as 
a memlier of the (*ditorial staff of the Springfield, 
.Mass.. Republii'aii. Later he became a member of 
tin* firm of Bowles Brothers, bankers, in Paris. 
France, and after their failure went to England 
to take charge of James R. Ke<*ne’s racing stable. 
In the Fnited States in later years he held many 
ortices of trust.

ROSEBEN THE UNQUESTIONED KING AMONG 
SPEEDY WEIGHT CARRIERS OF TODAY. 

Few Better in Any Period than Lady Amelia—* 
Voter’s Pronounced Consistency — Records 
of Notable Performances. 



August IS, Dally Racing Form published a ItsI 
of thirty odd horses that had run thr(*e-qnartem 
of a mile this year fa.ster than 1:1.5. Addition* 
have already been made to this list, Peter Pan run- 
ning three-quarters that verj- day In 1:12^ with l.'M) 
pounds lip. Ten years ago O’f’ounell held the 
sprinting record by virtue of having covered three- 
quarters in 1:12| and such fast time was then justly 
esteemed marvellous. Ttslay a sprint In that time 
would simply be considered a fast race, but not so 
uncommonly fast as to evoke more than passing 
comment. 

Today Roselien is the unquestioned king of sprint- 
ers. He Is sneli by reason of almost incredible ex- 
hibitions of speed under high weights. He carried 
147 pounds at Belmont Park last fall and set a new 
record at three-quarters, running the distance in 

1:11?. Yet it does not follow’ that Roselien la 

faster than other great sprinters of other days. 

Kingston took up l.'tp isMinds In 1891 and ran the 
sh(»rt FutnrlO^ course in 1:08. This may have 
been a better performau(*e than Kosebeu’s because of 
the difference in tracks. The craze for hard and 
lightning-fast tracks that now prevails w’as not 
the fashion then. The trackmaster of today Is pro- 
foundly versed in the art of so grading and manipu- 
lating the soil that all tracks are much faster than 
they w’ere ten years ago. Brighton Beach, for 

instance, has been transformed from one of the 
slow’cst to almost the fastest track in this <»untry. 
Any comparison not giving due weight to this fac- 
tor would be unfair. 

Ten years ago Gotham W’as probably the best 
sprinter in active racing. At any rate in the sprint- 
ing handicaps of 1896, he was generally top weight, 
t'lifford W’as no doubt his master, but Clifford wa* 
on the shelf that year. Harry Reed, Ferrler, Irish 
Reel and Rubicon were probably his most fonhidable 
(Competitors. Gotham w’as a big chestnut son of 
Iroquois and the Great Tom mare Trade Wind, and 
was the propert.v of John J. McOafferty. Ills best 
performance in 1896 was w'lieii he won the Bron.x 
Handicap, at Morris i'ark. The track was sloppy, 
yet with 140 pounds on his back he nin the last 
three-(piarters of the slow’ Withers mile in 1:14*. It 
W’as a fine performance from any point of view,' ami 
it is doubtful if Roselien could do any better under 
the same conditions. 

In 1897 Voter came into prominence as an ex- 
ceedingly fast three-year-old over short distances. Ho 
afterwards developed into a crack mller as well 
as the champion sprinter. He w’as the first Ameri- 
can racer to run a mile in 1:.‘{8 in a race. This 
he did at Brighton Beach, July 17, 1900. with 122 
|H>unds up. Like Roseben he was a inight.v w’clght 
caiTier. He ran three-qnarterH ut Sheepshead Bay 
in 1:12», with 135 pounds up and seven-eighths at 
Brighton Beach in 1:2.5?, w’itli 1.58 pounds tip. This 
was not in 1897, but later on. He only acquired 
prominentv that year. The other extra sw’ift ones 
then, some of which w’ere stayers as w’ell as sprint- 
ers. included such as Hastings, Clifford, Flora 
I»iiise, Abuse, Cesarlon, Cleophns. Ornament and 
Yemen. Voter was not running in 1898. hut be- 
sides some of the old guard Algol. Swlftmas. Tra- 
verser. Tj'phoon II.. Octagon, Imp. Nicholas. Klnnl- 
klnnic. Isidor, Briar Sw’cet, May W. and Bendoran 
won conspicuous distinction hy displays of hrilllaut 
speed over short distances with no horse standing 
out distinctly as the champion sprinter of tha 
time. I’erhaps Imp might have been had she been 
confined strictly to that style of racing. She was 
as quick as a cat In getting in motion and as 
•‘Pete” Clay remarked at Washington Bark, “Dat 
black mah runs pow’ful fas’.” Geyser w’as another 
terribly fast sprinter of that date. 

Voter rettirned to the track in 1890 and w’as the 
un(|iiestioned champion sprinter that year and in 
1900 and 1901. being seven, years old In the latter 
year. How’ admirably his speed had been con- 
served to an age when horses are generally on the 
down-hill grade Is shown by a comparison of his 
best races at three-quarters in different years:

There is consistency for yon and Voter was al- 
ways a reliable and ('onsistent racer up to a mile, 
and Electioneer and Ballot testify that memory of 
his worth is to be maintained by his descendants. 
Seme of the horses distinguishing themselves by fast 
sprinting in the years (»f Voter’s supremacy were He- 
liobas, Timemaker, Kenllw’orth, King Barleycorn, 
Firearm, Vulcain. Coburg, Rush. Demurrer. Yellow 
Tail. May Beach. Dublin and Contestor. Heliobas. 
Dublin and Kenilworth in particular being horses of 
tremendous speed. 

Following Voter’s retirement Chucihnunda came 
into great prominence and In the opinion of eastern 
folks conld beat anybody’s horse at any distance 
up to a mile. He w’as (*ertalnly a remarkably speedy 
horse and Ids performances in 1902, ’03 and ’04 
w’(*re marked features of Ameri(:an racing. Then 
in 190.5 came Dick Welles and one bright day at 
Washington Bark, electrified the turf world by 
running three-qnarters in 1:1 If. after l>elng practi- 
ce ll.v left at the poet. As a matter of fact he 
actually ran the distance in I.IO?, but that could 
not go in the r(H‘ord. It may well he doubted 
whether any faster horse ever stood on iron than 
that same Dick Welles. Then, pre-eminent among 
sprinters, came the splendid mares Hamburg Belle 
and Lady Amelia and then Rosel>en. In the mean- 
time there have been some others. In 1904 Reliable 
gave .some remarkable exhibitions of great speed 
under high weight. In the mud at Brighton Beach, 
w’ith 140 |)onnds np, he heat Honlton, Kk5. and seven 
other fast om*s lightly w’oighted, in 1:15?. At the 
same track when it w’as fast he ran three-quarter* 
in 1:12?, carrying 142 pounds, and again In 1:13 
W’ith 138 up. At Gravesend he ran the “about” six 
furlongs twice with 140 pounds in the saddle in 
1:10? and 1:10? and once w ith 156 pounds In 1:00?. 
He W’as a son of Watercress — Arnette, like Rose- 
ben, in his ability to carry great w’elght without 
being oppressed by It and fast — not as fast as Koae- 
ben — but very fast. 

If one W’as to go l>ack a bit farther than ten 
years in search of a probable match in speed for 
Rosel>eu it Is likely that Kingston would be select- 
ed. This horse was not .i sprinter pure and simple 
as Roseben Is, He could w’In at five furlongs or 
three-quarters from the best one day and at a mile 
and a quarter the next. His speed was of the ex- 
treme order from the time he made his debut as a 
two-yeur-old until he was retired from the tracks 
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TODAY’S BEST.
